Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Some points made by the examiner include: 

(1) Some clarification should be made in the claims that there are two types of bars. Otherwise the idea of wide and 
narrow bars is indefinite. It should be conveyed that one type of bars is wider with respect to the other type, which is 
narrower. 

(2) The examiner is more inclined to consider allowing method claims than claims such as claim 6 which refers to 'a 
sequence of bar codes' as an apparatus. The reason is related to the doctrine of intended use: for example, Flint et al. 
may have a bar code sequence in his scrolling application that happens to begin with a wide bar. In such a case, the 
limitations of an apparatus claim could be met . 

(3) There is a real possibility of allowance of the method claims such as those suggested by the applicant informally, 
provided the clarification is made as to (1). However, additional searching is required. 
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
